HISTORY 


Hammond ts situated in the Northwest corner 
of Clatsop County at the mouth of the 
Columbia River on the site of land once 
occupied by the village of Chief Tostum, 
last Chief of the Clatsop Tribe. 


On June 13, 1873, the United States of 
America by signature of the President, 
Ulysses S. Grant, did give and grant under 
Clain Noe 46 to Bartholomew C. Kindred and 
his wife Rachel, a tract of land containing 
639.90 acres. This Donation Land Claim was 
eventualty divided into three parts, 
namely: Kindred Park, First Addition to 
Kindred Park and New Astoria, The area was 
platted in 1890 and received its charter as 
the Town of New Astoria from the legis- 
lature assembly of the State of Oregon 
during the 1899 session. The Town changed 
its name to the Town of Hammond at a 
speciai election held August 28, {955.

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MILITARY 


On November 23, i887, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, by an Act of Congress dated March 
3, 1875, purchased from Mr. and Mrs. 
Bartholomew C. Kindred for a consideration 
of $200.00, a tract of waterfront land 300 
feet square on which ta establish a Life 
Saving Station. This same tract of land is 
occupied today by the United States Coast 
Guard Point Adams Lifeboat Station. 


At the Marshall Street entrance to the Life 
Boat Station is an 18 ton basaltic rock, 
set in a 35 foot landscaped triangle. 
This is a Memorial Stone to Coast Guardsmen 
and fishermen who have lost their lives at 
sea. Dedication of this triangle was made 
on May 30, 1961.

Whaling Station - HVALFANGST Oregon 
Just East of Hammond is the Warrenton 
Whaling Station of HVALFANGST Oregon. They 
provide whale meat for Northwest Mink 
ranches as well as oil and byproducts. 
During the Summer months they are usually 
active. 
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
